Stable  Church  grows  in  unlikely  field

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In  May  of  2006,  Ernie 
Sadler  consultant  in  the 
Church  Planting  Department 
of  the  Mississippi  Baptist 
Convention  Board,  was  serv¬ 
ing  as  interim  pastor  of 
Robinwood  Church,  Saucier. 
Sadler  asked  the  deacons  and 
congregation  of  Robinwood 
tcvconsider  starting  and  spon¬ 
soring  a  new  church  plant  in  a 
large  trailer  community  about 
three  miles  from  the  church. 
Robinwood  had  attempted  to 
reach  this  area  with  a  bus 
ministry  with  nominal  results 
among  the  children  and  very 
few  results  among  the  adults. 
The  church  agreed  to  sponsor 
the  new  work  for  three  years 
at  $200  a  month.  With  the 
help  of  the  Gulf  Coast 
Association,  a  church  planter 
was  enlisted  to  come  to  the 
Mississippi  coast  and  help 
start  the  church. 

John  Morris,  along  with  his 
wife  Pam,  came  to  Saucier 
from  Forrest  City,  Ar. 
"Germantown  Church  in 
Memphis  was  a  sponsoring 
church  for  our  work  in  Forrest 
City,"  said  Morris.  "We  had 
been  at  this  work  for  two-and- 
a-half  years;  it  takes  about 
that  long  to  get  a  church 
standing  on  its  own,  and  we 
were  looking  at  staying  there 
and  pastoring  that  church.  We 
were  getting  ready  to  call  a 
full  time  pastor. 

"We  came  down  here  in 
April  in  2006  to  survey  the 
area  after  Katrina.  While  we 
were  here,  we  met  Ernie  and 
Mindy  [Mindy  King,  associ¬ 
ate  in  the  Gulf  Coast 
Association]  and  looked 
around.  We  saw  first  hand  the 
damage  down  here.  We  had 
no  intention  of  staying  here, 
but  we  thought  we  could  help 
out,  so  we  went  back  and  told 
our  church,  and  then  we 
moved  down  on  the  parking 
lot  of  the  associational  office 
and  started  work  Aug.  1." 

From  October  through 
December  of  2006,  Morris, 
Sadler,  the  Arkansas 
Convention,  two  churches  in 
Tennessee,  and  die  Mississippi 
Baptist  Convention  Board  were 
able  to  raise  enough  money  to 
buy  23  acres  of  land  adjacent  to 
the  Palmer  Creek  Trailer 
Community.  The  only  buildings 
on  die  property  were  a  20'  X  w 
metal  storage  building  and 
workshop,  and  a  101  X  301 
jghly  finished  storage  facility. 
''A  couple  owned  die  prop¬ 
erty,"  Morris  said.  "We  couldn't 
find  anyone  in  the  community 
who  would  let  us  begin  a  Bible 
study  in  their  house.  We  knew 
we  needed  this  land  if  were  to 
have  a  church.  We  tried  to  talk 
to  die  owner  of  the  property, 
who  didn't  want  to  sell  initially 
but  he  did  let  us  set  up  a  tent  on 
this  property,  and  that's  where 
we  first  started."  Ultimately, 
through  personal  witness  and 
prayer,  tne  owners  agreed  to

sell.  "We  were 
running  10-12 
people  in  our 
Bible  study," 
said  Morris, 

"but  our  tent 
was  blown 
away  twice,  so 
they  let  us 
begin  meeting 
in  the  storage 
building.  We 
cleared  out  a 
space  to  meet. 

Tnere  were  old 
engines,  parts, 
beer  bottles 
everywhere." 

The  group 
continued 
meeting  in  the 
storage  build¬ 
ing,  but  initially 
there  was  little 
money  to  pro¬ 
ceed  with  any 
improvements.

knew  it  was  time  to  go  from  a 
Bible  study  to  a  worship  service. 
So  we  just  told  our  folks  that  we 
were  going  to  make  this  transi¬ 
tion,  and  we  had  our  first  service 
in  April  of  2007.  Forty-six  people 
came." 

More  money  was  raised  to 
help  renovate  the 
storage /workshop  building, 
and  volunteers  helped  add  a 

forch  and  two  restrooms. 

rom  the  April  service  until 
September  of  2007,  approxi¬ 
mately  75  people  made  pro¬ 
fessions  of  faith.  Many  of 
those  were  baptized  in  a  local 
creek,  while  others  were  bap¬ 
tized  in  a  portable  baptistery. 

Lack  of  funds  still  plagued 
the  fledgling  congregation. 
Then  Morris  got  a  call  from  a 
member  ot  Robinwood 
Church.  "He  told  me  there 
was  a  man  in  Long  Beach  that 
wanted  to  get  rid  of  a  stable, 
and  would  we  be  interested? 
It  turned  out  the  stable  was  in 
great  shape.  I  called  a  gentle¬ 
man  from  Bellevue  Church  in 
Memphis  and  told  him,  'We 
have  a  forty  by  sixty  stable 
that's  been  given  to  us,  but  we 
have  to  have  it  taken  down.' 
He  brought  a  group  down, 
and  they  took  the  stable  down 
and  brought  it  out  here  to  us." 

"John  and  I  were  talking 
one  day  about  what  to  name 
the  church,"  Sadler  said,  "and 
I  mentioned  that  this  place 
looked  like  a  bam  or  stable. 
"John  jumped  on  that  and 
decided  to  call  it  Stable 
Baptist  Church." 

The  Stable  Church  is  locat¬ 
ed  at  the  comer  of  Palmer 


Creek  Road  and  East 
Wortham  Road  in  Saucier. 
Every  resident  in  the  Palmer 
Creek  community  must  pass 
by  the  church  to  enter  or  exit. 
In  February  2008,  the  church 
averaged  94  in  worship  atten¬ 
dance.  On  a  recent 
Wednesday  evening,  over  50 
children  were  in  attendance. 

The  church  is  partially 
funded  through  monies  from 
the  Margaret  Lackey  State 
Missions  Offering  via  the 
Church  Planting  Department 
of  the  Mississippi  Baptist 
Convention  Board,  but  has 
also  been  the  beneficiary  of 
Cooperative  Program  dollars. 

From  the  work  of  Ernie 
Sadler,  to  die  work  of  the  Gulf 
Coast  Association,  from  funds 
from  other  churches  and  even 
other  state  Baptist  conven¬ 
tions,  cooperative  dollars 
have  contributed  to  the  extra- 
ordinary  life  and  growth  seen 
at  Stable  Church.  The  voung 
church  is  also  giving  10%  to 
the  Cooperative  Program  and 
associational  missions. 

The  intended  future  use  of 
the  church  building  will  not 
be  limited  to  just  Traditional 
church  functions,  but  will  also 
serve  as  a  type  of  community 
center  for  a  low  income  com¬ 
munity  and  will  provide  a  low 
cost  day  care  center  for  the 
families  of  Palmer  Creek. 

Such  uses  will  be  designed 
to  serve  as  evangelistic  tools 
for  reaching  the  unchurched 
in  the  community.
